CHAULMOOGRA 
OIL TREATMENT 


Sir Leonard Rogers Hopes to 
Soon Perfect Permanent Cure 
For Disease 


New York, Feb. 21——Lieut.-Col, Sir 
Leonard Rogers. professor of pathol- 
ogy at the medical college in Calcutta, 
has just returned after twenty-seven 
years of service in Indla with what he 
declares to be a cure for leprosy effect- 
ed by destroying the bacilli in the hu- 
man tissues. He does not say that the 
cure is permanert, but believes that 
{this will come in a short time 

Sir Leonard explains that for a long 
time the only drug known to have been 
of value in the treatment of leprosy 
was chaulmoogra oll, obtained from 
the seed of a tree growing in India. 
Thies, he eays, Dr. Reiser, an American 
in the Philippines, injected with other 

betances and after a prolonged 
}course of treatment ob¢ained cures in 
11 per cent. of the cases treated. Sir 
Leonard began experimenting at thie 
point of the development in 1915, He 
obtained soluble sodium salt of fatty 
acids from the oll, the bulk of which 
could be injected with greater effect, 
and reactions occurred which had 
{never been achieved before. 

Sir Leonard says he believes the day | 
Is not far distant when the disease will 
lose the stimga of isolation and will be 
effectively suppressed.

The plaintiff, a liveryman at Leduc, 
arrang?d with the defendant, a farmer 
of the same place, to turn into the de- 
fendant’s pesture a black horse at the 
rate of $1.50 per month, A contract of 
this kind is known to the courts as a 
contract of agistment, and the person 
who receives the animal to pasture !s 
known ea the agister. The horse tn 
question was seen on several occasions, 
and remained in the pasture intermit- 
tently from the first of August, 1920 
until its disappearance toward the lat- 
ter part of September, Both parties 
apparently made efforts to find the 
horse atfer they had been informed 
of its being missing, but the horse 
could not be found and has not been 
found up to date. 

The plaintiff, therefore, sued the de- 
fendant for damages for the vahie of 


|the horse, and for the loss of his eer- 


vices during hunting s*ason, The 
defendant was able to establi#h that 
his fences were in good condition, and 
that he had seen the horses a few days 
previous to ita alleged departure. 
The plaintiff claimed that at the 
time the contract waa made, the defen- 
dant guaranteed his fences, an¢ that 
the horse would be there when the 
plaintiff went after him, The defend- 
ent denied this and called witnesses to 
prove that the custom of the commun- 
{ty was thet in no case would @ guar- 
antee or warranty or other undertak- 
ing along that line be given, as such 
a low rate per head per raonth, tnelud- 
ed only the cost of the grass |teelf. 
The question as to the defendant's 
lability waa argued at great length 
before Judge Lees by H. &. Coulter, of 
Leduc, solicitor for the plaintiff, and 
George H, Van Allen, of Van Alien 
Simpeon & Co. of Edmonton, solicitor 
for the defendant. The plaintif€ con- 
tended that the mers fact of the lods 
of the hores threw the onus on the 
‘endant of negativing negligence on 
his part, while counsel for the de- 
fendant urged that the plaintiff, in or- 
@er to micceed must establish a par- 
ticular act of negligence on the part 
of the defendani, or at least grosn 
general negligence, and it wae further 
contended on behalf of the defendant 
that in any event he had negatived 
negligence, by establishing the condi. 
tion of his fences to be good. 

Hie Honor Judge Lees stated that 
there was no guarantees se to the 
fencee, and that no particular act of 
negligence had been established, and 
therefore the action was diemissed 
with costes against the plaintiff.
